THE OPPOSITION PROGRAM. 


A largely attended caucus of the 


Democratic members of the House of 
Kepreaentatlves by a practically unani- 
mous vote, resolved to oppose any and 
all measures retiring greenbacks and 
Treasury notes 
and extending the 


privileges of national banks. 
The 


caucus also daclared in favor of rec- 
ognizing the Cubans as belligerents, 
and of the passage of a just bank- 
ruptcy law. 


The Administration favors the re- 


tirement of greenbacks and Treasury 
notes and extending greater privileges 
to national banks, and is opposed to 
to the recognition of the Gnbans as 
belligerents. 
There ia no doubt of 


that, as the President's measure clearly 
indicates the position of the adminis- 
tration on these matters. 
Aa the Re- 


publicans have a majority of fifty in 
the House and the Speaker's will is 
law, it will make but very little differ- 
ence what the opposition may oppose 
or favor, unless there is a revolt in the 
Republican camp. 
It is believed that 


many Republicans are opposed to the 
retirement of greenbacks and Treasury 
notes by which the national banks 
would have control of the paper money 
of the country. If such is the case and 
the party lash cannot keep those who 
have some regard for public sentiment 
and are not wholly under the control 
of the money kings, in line, the deter- 
mination of the Democrats to vote as a 
unit against snob measures may be 
effective. 
It is not likely, however, 


that any measure approved by Speaker 
Reed can be defeated in the House of 
Representatives; bat the Senate stands 
in tho way and as at present consti- 
tuted will not pass a bill to retire 
paper money issued direct byjihe Gov- 
ernment and which costs nothing but 
the expense of printing it. and that ex- 
pense is covered fifty times over by the 
loss and destruction of notes in the 
hands of the public. 


It is possible that a resolution recog- 


nizing the Cubans as belligerents may 
pass the House if it can be brought to 
a vote in that body. The Senate passed 
such a resolution and sent it to Ihe 
House, at the last session of Congress, 
where it was carefully pigeon-holed. 
It may or may not, as Mr. Heed de- 
crees, be reported to the House for 
actiou, and a similar fate may await an 
original resolution ou the 
subject. 


Spain has a large bonded deb?. The 
bonds are held by the gold trust,which 
contributed liberully to Mr. Hanna'a 
campaign fund. 
If Cuba severs its re- 


lations with Spuiu there will, as n con- 
sequence, bs a heavy decline in I lie 
market value of Spanish bond?. 
This 


would injure tlm gold trust, hence the 
belligerency of Cubfi will not be reco<': 


nized by the House if tbe ad minis..'r;- 


• tion can prevent it. 


Public sentiment iu 
the 
Lhiiieu 


States is d.-.:;dadly iu favor of fr- e 
Cuba, though Ihs «reat gold trust is 
opposed to it. 
If thirty of the 204 Ka- 


publicans in the House aro independ- 
ent of the trust, they, with tbe 153 
Democrat-1, lopalists and fusiouists. 
could adopt a resolution recognizing 
the Cubans as belligerents without the 
consent of Mr. Reed, but it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if that many will cut 
loose from their party and assist the 
Cubans to tbe extent of admitting that 
tbey are at war with Spain. 


THE Chicago Board of Trade intro- 


duced a resolution yesterday before the 
National Board of TnuJo, now in ses- 
sion at Washington, favoring the es- 
tablishment of postal savings banks. 
Mr. Lyons of Obiuago advocated tbe 
measure, urging that snob an institu- 
tion would encourage the system of 
saving and the secret of thti system 
lies in its beginning. 
It. WHS argued 


tbat such an institution would culli- 
vate patriotism and that the people 
should be encouraged to deposit their 
savings in a department of tbe Nat- 
ional Government. 
This would pro> 


vide for safe investment and would ca 
into active use large sums of mone; 
that are now boarded.

leading Chicago paper Bays tbat a bil 
will be' introduced in Congress and 
pressed for peerage this season pro'vid 
lag for the publication of a list of per 
SOBS drawing pensions from the Unite.

Soioo Siaiplu Klothoila by Which. It Stuy 


Bo Generated. 


It has been discovered that if a steel 


knife and a silver fork be inserted in a 
large orango an electric current will be 
generated. If tho end of the fork and 
the end of tho knife sticking from the 
orange be connected with an electric 
measuring instrument, quite a percepti- 
ble current will bo found to pass. The 
lame kind of a battery may be made by 
substituting a encumber for the orange. 
In fact, any acid fruit may be nsed. 


In order to .make a voltaic pile it is 


only necessary to procure ten or more 
pieces of zinc about an inch square, the 
tame number of pieces of copper and a 
like number of pieces of paper. The 
paper should be thoroughly soaked in 
vinegar. 


First take a piece of zinc. On it 


place a piece of vinegar soaked paper, 
then put ou a. piece of copper, then a 
piece of paper, then another zinc and 
then paper, and so on until all the 
pieces of zinc, copper and paper have 
been used. It is important that a piece 
of zinc should bo on one end and a piece 
of copper ou the other. After the pile is 
completed again soak the whole slight- 
ly in vinegar; then clean it off on the 
outside. 


If tho forefinger of one hand be held 


against one end and the forefinger of 
the other hand be held on the other end 
of the pile, quite a perceptible cnrrent 
will be felt. If several persons clasp 
hands and tho persons on each end of 
the line touch the voltaic pile, the cur- 
rent will flow through the bodies of all 
those in position. 


The thermopile is another electrical 


current producer that may be made in 
any household at a trifling expense. 
The electric current is generated in this 
case by heat, and anything from a can- 
dle to a live coal may be aaed to pro- 
duce the heat. Take a lot ci German 
silver and copper wire and cut it into 
six inch lengths. Then take a German 
silver length and a copper length and 
twist the ends together. You will have 
j. V shaped arrangement of wire. Take 
another length of German silver wire 
and twist one end of it tightly around 
the copper end of the V. Continue the 
process until you have a long succession 
of what might be called Ws or double 
V's arranged with alternate pieces of 
copper and German silver wire. 


Now take two large curtain rings. 


Bend your string of wire lengths until it 
has assumed the position of a star and 
clamp it between the two curtain ringa 
One end of the string of wires should 
be copper aud the other German silver. 
You will find when these are clamped 
between the curtain rings that the in- 
ner points of the star form a small cir- 
cle in the middle of the rings. The 
rings should be placed ou uprights aud 
a caudlo should be lighted, so that the 
flame will play between the inner 
points of the star.—New York Herald.

San Francisco and Oakland route. It 
will be large and swift, and will be pro- 
pelled by screws instead of paddle- 
wheels.

The new vessel will 


nave one screw at each eild, both at- 
tached to the same shaft. This ar- 
rangement requires the forward screw 
to perform an action equivalent to 
pulling the boat, while the rear screw, 
revolving in the same direction, helps 
to urge the vessel forward. The propel- 
lers will be driven by tripple-expan- 
sion engines of from 1,500 to 1,600 
horse-power, and it is expected that a 
much greater speed will be attained 
than the present boats are able to 
make.

of Appomattox, only to find himself 
again surrounded by contending armies. 
Thus the first and last scenes of the war 
drama in Virginia were enacted upon 
his property.
